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as clearly distinguish them from that sys- 
tem which is emphatically. unchangeable, and 
as two or more different things are, from the 
nature of the case not tdentwal, so, for the 
same reason, the popular systems of the 
present day are not to be confounded with 
Primitive Christianity. 
The power and authority exercised by 
the Apostles and others was such, that in 
the name Jesus they could remit and retuin 
sins, cast out devis, heal the sick, &c., 
but where do we find this power among the 
religious denominations of the day! ith 
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two or three exceptions, it is universally de- 
‘nied as being necessary. With regard to 
the Roman Catholics, and others who pro- 
fess to hold and exercise this power, I would 
say, that even were it really the case, their 
systems are in other respects so diametri- 
cally opposed to the institutions of Christ as 
to nullify in toto their claims to genuineness 
and divine authenticity. 
With regard to the doctrines and ordinan- 
‘ces of the Church, as by Christ established, 
I may state without fear of successful con- 
tradiction, that tlere is as much, or even 
more disparity between them and the insti- 
tutions of modern Christendom, than there 
exists even upon the subject of Priesthood. 
Formerly, the siuner was required to believe 
and repent prior to being baptized, but now 
this order is reversed and unconscious babes 
are sprinkled in the face, and when of riper 
ave are instructed to believe and repent. 
The made of baptism has also been chang- 
ed; for, both sacred and profane history 
abound in evidence, that the immersion ctf 
adults was the origiel mode; this fact is 
also acknowledged by many learned theolo- 
{gians of high repute, among the denomina- 
tions professing Christianity ; but instead of 
“immersion,” the general mode now adopt- 
ed, is **sprinkling,”’ while many have abol- 
ished the ordinance altogether.

as I have clearly shown, the knowledge of 
the true gospel has for many centuries ceas- 
ed from among men, how can it be restored 
again except by revelation! and again, if 
indiscriminate and assumed authority be ir- 
rational and of demoralising tendency, how 
can the necessary qualifications for a true 
minister of the true gospel be obtained ex- 
cept by revelation! It is written, ‘unto 
the wicked God saith, *what hast thou to do 
to declare my statutes, or that thou should- 
est take my covenant in thy mouth!’ ” 
These words seem to especially directed to 
those. who reject new revelation, and whom 
the Lord calls ‘*wicked’’ for so doing ; for 
the next verse reads as follows: ‘seeing 
thou hatest instruction, and castest my 
words behind thee.” It is also written in 
another place, ‘show shall they preach ex- 
cept they be sent,’’ and in another, *‘this 
honor no man taketh unto himself but he 
‘that is called of God as was Aaron.”? From

At this inclement season of the year, when frost 
and cold weuther are about to set in, we consider 
it the duty of all Saints in this section of country 
to remember the Poor, the Widow, and the Fa- 
therless, and to minister to their necessities, such 
things as they may stand in need of. In the first | 
place, wood is wanted to warm their hearths, 
and raise their drooping spirits from under those 
miasinatic oud malarious influences, which of late 
huve made -their appearance through the stagnant 
waters remaining in the swamps and creeks, since 
the heavy rains we had last Spring. These noxi- 
ous vapors have produced chills and fever—fever 
and ague, and intermittent fevers, und we are sor- 
ry to say thut the poor have not escaped their de- 
leterious effects.

Met the U.S. Mail six miles north-east 
of thousand spring Valley, and sundry 
trains of emigrants, all in good health. 

A company of packers, fourteen in num- 
ber, were attacked on the 9th day of Au- 
gust, about seven miles nort-east of steeple 
rocks on the Fort Hall road, about fifty if . 


breeds. ‘Ihe fire came from the willow 
bushes, and four men fell dead the first 
charge. ‘The packers were but poorly pre-_ 
pared for fiyhting, their ammuuitiun being 
mostly in their packs ; eight men were kill- 
ed, aud the remaining six succeeded in muk- 
ing good their escape tu trains in the rear 
and across on the Salt Lake road. The 
company was styled the Galena company, 
from Illinois. ‘The names of the killed were 
as follows :—Nathan Stewart, J. RK. Garlin- 
ver, John Woods, John Burton, Jordon Un- 
derwood, Capt. M. Russel, of Galena, Louis 
Berry, of Shullsberry, and Chamberlin, of 
W hiteoak Springs. 

About $2000 worth of property was tak- 
cn, including 12 horses and about $1000 in 
cash.

Mr. Jones reports a great excitement in 
Sacramento City, the day before he left, in 
consequence of two men robbing a third in 
the streets of $500. ‘The populace rose ex 
masse. declaring the would demolish the jail 
and hang the men. ‘The Mayor and Judge 
Robinson sueceeded in allaying the excite-, 
ment by prumising to call a Court immedi- 
ately, und try the prisuncrs, and if guilty, 
ty pass a sentence of death by hanginy, this 
being the law enacted by the Leyislature, 
tu take effect on the first of July, 1821 on 
all persons fuund guilty of Larceny exceed- 
ing %50. Suciety must be ina flourishing 
coudition. 

Mr. Jones also informs us that a company 
of volunteers under Gen. Winn, crossed the 
mountains into Carson Valley, to hunt In- 
dians. “They succeeded in killing an old 
squaw and a dos, which were two old to 
ruz away. The soldiers returned, after 
drinking the Valley dry of liquor, and kick 
lng up a few rows. 


President Orson Hyde, Elder A. Carring- 
ton, and Judze Brucchus, arrived in our 
Valley on Suuday eve, 17h inst. We get 
no general news from the States, of later 
dates than before mentioned. The party 
were robbed by the Pawnees and Omuhas. 
as they believed ; or as the Indians would 
suy, swapped shirts with :hem, neglected to 
present their blankets in return, ‘They ap- 
pear to have had a rough and tedious pas- 
sage, and confirm the stronyest reports of 
the high water on the Western Frontier.
